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13RAFT RULES 

1. These rules may he called the Prevention of Food Adultera¬ 
tion (Amendment) Rules, 1982. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules) in rule 50: 

(i) in sub-rule (1), after the proviso, the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided further that a producer of milk who supplies 
milk to a milk co-operative union for processing shall 
be exempted from this sub-rule," 

(2) After sub-rule 1(A), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely 

"(AA)—The Food (Health) Authority may issue one licence 
to a milk co-operative union to collect milk from dilfcrent 
farmers for processing”. 

(3) In Appendix "IT of the said rules: 

(I) for iLem A.l 1,02.08, the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“A.l 1-02,08—‘KillIP or ‘KuIlV means the frozen product 
obtained from cow or bulla lo milk ora combination thereof 
or from any other milk products, with or without the 
addition of cane sugar, dextiose, liquid glucose and dried 
liquid glucose, eggs, fruits, fruit juices, preserved fruits, 
nuts, chocolates, edible flavours and permitted food colours. 
It may contain permitted stabilizers and emulsifiers not 
exceeding 0.5 per cent by weight. The mixture shall be 
suitably heated before freezing. The product shall contain 
not less than 8.0 per cent milk fat, 3.5 per cent protein and 
32 percent tot dd solids except that when any of the aforesaid 
preparation contains fruits or nuts or both, the content of 
milk fat and total solids shall not be less than 6.0 per cent and 
30.0 per cent by weight respectively. It shall not contain 
added starch. 

A.l 1.02.08.01—lcocreafn or chocolate ice-cream or softy 
ice-cieam means the frozen product obtained from cow or 
buffalo milk or a combination thereof or from any other 
milk products with or without addition of cane sugar, dext - 
rose, liquid glucose and dried liquid glucose, eggs, fruits, 
fruit juices, preserved fruits, nuts, chocolate, edihlc flavours 
and permitted food colours. It may contain permitted 
stabilizers and emulsifiers not exceeding 0.5 per cent by 
weight. The mixture shall be suitably heated before free¬ 
zing. It may contain added starch to a maximum extent 
of 5,0 percent under a declaration on the label as specified 
in sub-rule (2) of Rule 43. The product shall contain not 
less than 10.0 per cent milk fat, 3,5 percent protein and 36.0 
per cent total solids, except that when any of the aforesaid 
preparations contain fruits or rnits or both, the content of 
milk fat shall not be less than .0 per cent by weight”. 

(2) for item A. 18,12, the following shall be substituted, namely:_ 

“A.l 8.12—-MALTED MILK FOOD means the product 
obtained by mixing whole milk, perty skimmed milk or milk 


powder with the wort separated from a mash of ground 
barley malt, any other malted cereal grain and wheat flour 
or any other cereal flour or milt extract with or without 
addition of flavouring agents and spices, emulsifying 
agent, eggs, protein isolates, edible common salt, sodium or 
potassium bicarbonate, minerals and vitamins and without 
added sugar in such n manner as to secure complete hydro¬ 
lysis of starchy material and prepared in a powder or granule 
or flake form by roller drying/spray drying, vacuum drying 
or by any other process. It may contain cocoa powder, 
ft shall be free from dirt and other extraneous matter. It 
shall not contain any added starch. It shall not contain 
any preservative or added colour except ceranieL Milted 
milk food containing cocoa powder miy contain added 
sugar.
